Lumber Carried on \Burro Back 

The forests of Mexiciv are situated 
chiefly in the mountalnsNat altitudes 
of 8000 to 12,000 feet. m^tfte low¬ 
lands of the tropics there are Scatter¬ 
ed mahogany trees and a variety of 
other hardwood timber. Owing to 
the Inaccessibility of many of the 
tracts of timber In the mountains, 
cotaoaratlvelv few railroads have 
pene j-ated them. The chief means 
of getting out the roughly hewed tim¬ 
ber and bringing it down from the 
higher altitudes Is by burros. These 
little beasts of burden have powerful 
strength and entrance.. They fol¬ 
low the narrowest’and most danger¬ 
ous mountain trails even when their 
bodies are loaded with the weight of 
enormous timbers. It is upon the 
backs of these burros that thousands 
of railroad crosstles were broueht 
down from the mountains, thus enab¬ 
ling the construction of the mors 
modern lines of transportation. 


The manufacture of artificial 
sponge Is based on the action of zinc 
chloride on puree cellulose, which 
has been mixed with a coarse rock 
salt. Tho mass is placed In a press 
provided with pins which make tiny 
canals like pores. This sponge 
swells with water and hardens on 
drying like a real sponge.

TANNING SKINS. 


Directions For Making Best Use ef the 
Prey ef Gun er Trap. 

Many a boy who has been successful 
with trap or-gun would be glad to save 
some of tbe fur skins secured as a sou¬ 
venir or for some purpose, such as 
making lap robes, rugs. etc. He Is 
quite often prevented from doing this 
because of the expense when the work 
is done by a skilled tanner or else by 
tbe lack of knowledge of how to do tt 
himself. 

There are sereraf’TSrocesses by which 
hides may be tanned with the fur on. 
but tbe following is about as cheap 
and handy as any: 

Wash the hide In warm water, re¬ 
move all fleet) matter from the Inner 
surface and loose dirt from the hair 
ride. Now wash In strong, rather warm 
soapsuds. Tbe old fmbkfbed soft soap 
made from wood ashes Is best. Either 
mb by hand or gently on a washboard. 
As soon as thoroughly cleansed and 
rinsed, press as much of the water out 
ae possible. Add tbe following mix¬ 
ture to the flesh side: 


Bs a Good Laser.

Some little time ago a celebrated 
English architect succeeded In de¬ 
mon st rating t t)tat the tower Instead 
of being satisfied with its record as 
th* champion leaning thing of the 
world—having been leaning since 
early In the fifteenth century—was 
showing a decided Inclination to see 
how much farther It would- lean with¬ 
out fall lug ./over. Mistrusting the 
.Judgment of the tower in this rather 
delicate matter the Pisans engaged a 
commission of scientists to deter 
m^ne exactly whether the origins: 
architect had constructed the tower 
In such a manner as to make acroba¬ 
tic feats posslbls or whether Its lean¬ 
ing proclivities had been accidently 
acquired. * 

Professor Canavarl. a noted geolog¬ 
ist. Professor Plzzettt. geodetist. 
Architects Benterl and Coclnl and 
Engineer Gloy&nnl Cuppari were the 
men appointed to take the matter up 
with the tower. They first sink 
holes In the ground abou 100 feet 
from the centre of the tower. These 
showed that the tower realb' rested 
on sandy ground below which was 
another stratum * of lime jdeposlts 
similar to the surface one on which 
the, tpwer was built. Then holes 
were sunk directly under the tower 
itself, and It was ascertained that 
the tower hot only rests on uneven 
soil, but that Its great -weight has 
caused the Area immediately about 
it to sink considerably. This con¬ 
vinced the Investigators that the 
leaning tendency of the hdge pile 
was not merely the freak Idea of a 
medieval architect, but was due to 
changes In the earth's surface caused 
by the weight of the tower and prob¬ 
ably by - earthquakes.

That was the old scheme, hut the 
new one goes it one better—lt is to 
organize a Branch Lines Company, 
and get a charter and-a bond guaran¬ 
tee entirety Independent of the trunk 
line company. They can, now reap 
all the advantages gained by a con¬ 
struction company, but the trunk line . 
company disowns all responsibility. 
Should the branch lines tall to make 
good, the trunk line company can re¬ 
fuse to be accountable for Its actions, 
and can leave It to rAlft for Itself. 
The results may be that the Interest 
on the bonds of the branch lines com¬ 
pany la not paid and they will then 
call oh the government to pay It. 

Thus the'trtlnk line oompany will 
have all tbs benefit of the traffic they 
would-havegot in any case, the 
branch lines company will pocket all 
the profits they made on construction, 
and the people will pay the piper. 

Of course this game could only he 
worked on a railway bonused by 
guaranteed bonds. It could not be 
manipulated, in constructing branch 
lines, on a road that paid the entire 
cost of their construction and opera¬ 
tion, without bond guarantee, out of 
its own treasury. „ 

Is It not time to call a halt in^thls 
bonusing business Aid the Indiscri¬ 
minate giving of charters to railway 
promoters. The credit of the pro¬ 
vinces is not unlimited. Every mil¬ 
lion dollars worth of bonds guaran¬ 
teed is a million dollars taken from 
their borrowing power. The time will 
come when the limit will be reached 
and at the rate we are now going „1,L 
will not take a very long time before 
that limit will be passed. 

There is now a congestion In the 
transportation of grain. The opening 
of every branch line lhcreases this 
congestion. We are told that If pro¬ 
duction continues to Increase- as it 
has increased during the past few 
years the railways will not be able 
to handle more than forty per cent, 
of the grain crop of 1915 before the 
close of navigation unless the rail¬ 
ways double track their main lines. 
Is It not time to put an end to this 
Insane bonusing of branch lines until 
provision Is made for sending our im¬ 
mense harvests to the markets of the 
world.
